Annual Report of the Superintendent of 
Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Moultonboro. 


It isa pleasant task to submit my second annual re- 
port to the School Board and citizens of Moultonboro for their 
careful examination, Again, I feel as I did a year ago that the 
people of Moultonboro are desirous of having just as efficient 
schools as_ its neighboring communities, and I can assure you 
that during the past year it has taken steps equally as modern 
and progressive as other rural towns of the state. 


Teachers. 


Your superintendent and school board realize that in order 
to induce experienced teachers to remain in rural sections we 
must have throughout the state a supply of teachers equal to 
the demand. We have not yet reached that point. It is care- 
fully estimated by the National Education Association that 
there is a shortage and below standard in this country, 92,009 
teachers. In New Hampshire this same organization estimated 
that there were 282 vacancies and teachers below par. Thus 
it has been impossible for rural towns to retain teachers any 
great length of time. Unquestionably one of the great pro- 
blems before the people of this country is the securing and 
holding well trained teachers in these rural towns, 

The ideal which your superintendent hopes to see realized

in this county is at least a two years post secondary training 
for all teachers entering the profession. From the table be- 
low one can see the situation in New Hampshire,

In other words, over 50 p.c. of our teachers in N. H. are 
with less than 5 years’ experience. In Moultonboro our teach- 
ers have the following qualifications: One teacher has two and 
a half years’ experience and is a graduate of Gorham 
Normal School; one has six and a half years of experience and 
a student at Plymouth Summer School; one, with three and 
.a half years experience anda student at Plymouth Summer 
School; one, with over twenty years teaching experience; one 


» teacher with one and a half years teaching experience and a 


student at Plymouth Winter School, and one with three years 
teaching experience, . 

During the past year teachers’ salaries in Moultonboro 
have been raised about 25 pc. while in many of our neighbor- 


.Ing towns 35 to 50 pe. increases were made. The Board and 


your superintendent have tried to keep in mind in the 
teachers’ salary schedule 3 factors; the teacher’s living wage, 
her professional wage, and_ her saving wage, Unless these 
elements are always considered we can never expect to 
have a supply of teachers equal to the demand. The pre- 
sent teachers are: Village, Dorothy Davis; Ambrose, Sadie 
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Foss; Richardson, Gladys Severance; Greenes’ Corner, Eunice 
Hunt; Lower Neck, Elizabeth Greene; and Center Harbor Vil.

Medical Inspection 


For many years the educational world has sought to improve 
the mind. Brilliant energy has been use d on many children 
with but meagre results, dueina large measure to physical 
defects possible to correct. It is impossible to successfully make 
a mental giant from a physical dwarf. And soin our recent 
educational law all districts are obliged to have some form of 
medical inspection, And there are five good reasons why it 
is essential: 1, as a measure of prevention; 2, the control of com- 
municable diseases; 3, a method of discovering physical defects; 
4, removing the same; 5, and education of the public. 


Moultonboro the past year has had the services of Dr. Lov- 
ering. Nearly all the pupils have been examined for defective 
vision, teeth and hearing, for enlarged tonsils and deformities, 
at an expense of about fifty cents per pupil. Altho a few par- 
ents have had these defects attended to westill have a number 
of pupils who could do from 25 to 50 pc. more efficient school-: 
work if these physical defects could be removed. Health is the 
most essential asset in life. Number pupils examined. 84

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Transportation. 


The district is now maintaining four transportation routes. 
Four pupils are being transported by Mrs. Elvira Wakefield 
to the Ambrose school, three pupilsare carried by E, C. Good- 
win from the Middle Neck district to the Greene's Corner 
school. Arthur Abbott is transporting his own boy to the 
Village school, and Elmer Horne carries Beatrice Ruiter to the 
Center Harbor Village school. In the fall term three pupils 
from the Lower end of the Neck were transported with 
the children of the Middle Neck section to the Greene’s | 
_Corner school, but owing to the distance it was not ad- 
visable during the winter months. As the above pupils 
are so scattered about town it is costing somewhat more 
than other towns are paying per pupil, but these pupils are 
being educated from 50 to 100 p.c. less by transporting, than 
having three or four extra schools. It is hoped that the pre- 
sent legislature may in some way amend the public statues so 
that no district will be obliged to pay more than a_ reasonable 
amount tor transporting its pupils. 

The Board has endeavored to secure competent drivers in 
each case so that all our pupils will have proper care in going 
to and from school. As a whole the Board has had very few 
complaints concerning transportation. 


Repairs. 


In August we had thirteen pupils in the Richardson district 
and so it was deemed advisable to open a school there rath- 
er than transport so many pupils, It was necessary to make a 
few minor repairs suchas putting in new windows and rebuild- 
ing the toilets. Blackboards were taken from the Goss Corner 
schoolbuilding and seats from the Center Harbor village school 
building. 
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The coming year we shall need some book closets made 
and a new floor laid at the Ambrose building. The district 
should make a beginning toward painting its buildings. 
The writer knows of no town about here where its school 
buildings need paint more than these of this school district. 
It is an economic proposition and I trust the district will 

be able to paint at least one building the coming year. 


SCHOOL LUNCHES 


In four of the schools a warm dish is served nearly every 
school day as a supplement to the cold basket lunch. Soups, 
cocoa, milk and toasts are prepared by the pupils and 
teachers. The parents and pupils furnish the material. 
The district is under no monetary obligation for the foods. 
The teachers and parents are, with but a few exceptions, 
heartily in sympathy with this part of our school program. 
The luneh hour is so well carried out at Center Harbor 
Village that the teacher has received commendation from 
the Department of Education.
